Union anger over 
council trade plan

UNION members at East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council are an¬ 
gry over Tory plans to set up a trad¬ 
ing company for the authority. 

James Palmer, the council’s lead¬ 
er, insists the Local Authority Trad¬ 
ing Company (LATC) will “use the 
council’s assets and services to gen¬ 
erate an income to support front¬ 
line services”. 

But the East Cambridgeshire 
branch of UNISON fears setting up 
the trading company is quite the 
opposite and that it is the Conserva¬ 
tives’ way of “increasing revenue 
through the sale of council services”. 

In a letter to Ely News, Phil Good¬ 
en, UNISON’s regional organiser, 
said members have “grave concerns 
regarding the lack of transparency 
and openness of the council’s plans 
to establish a trading company” and 
that the union fears the company 
will enable the authority to become 
a “property developer of council 
land”. 

He wrote: “UNISON has not been

notified officially of these proposals 
but has been consulted on yet an¬ 
other restructure (just nine months 
after the partial implementation 
of the last re-structure - the one 
intended to “end all re-structures) 
which could see the removal of 
more experienced officers. 

“The consultation documenta¬ 
tion states all net savings realised 


by staff reductions will be available 
to the trading company, although 
the decision to establish a trad¬ 
ing company has not, as yet, been 
determined by councillors at a full 
council meeting. 

“UNISON questions whether all 
ECDC councillors are actually aware 
of the full proposals or are these im¬ 
portant decisions undemocratically 
being made by a handful of council¬ 
lors behind closed doors?” 

The trading company is to be dis¬ 
cussed at the authority’s full council 
meeting tonight. 

Mr Gooden wrote: “We would 
urge the public to attend the meet¬ 
ing to hear for themselves what 
should be a very comprehensive, 
unbiased and sound business case 
put forward by the chief executive 
as to how the proposed trading 
company will help the council re¬ 
main solvent in the coming years 
and correct the currently predicted 
deficit. 

“During this report they should 
keep in mind the fact that the ap¬ 
parent aim of developing a few 
small scale residential sites is, by its 
very nature, not a long term busi¬ 


ness plan.” 

He added: “They may therefore 
wish to know what else will there 
be to “trade” in order to raise the 
huge amount of money which will 
be required to meet the significant 
budget deficit in 2017/18...” 

The council says setting up the 
trading company is a “key part of 
the development of a more com¬ 
mercial approach” at the authority. 

Cllr Palmer said: “We see the crea¬ 
tion of the LATC as a great way to 
make better use of the assets and 
services which we have. The new 
company aims to use the council’s 
assets and services to generate an 
income to support our frontline ser¬ 
vices. 

“This means our teams will be 
encouraged to identify opportuni¬ 
ties for their services to be delivered 
more commercially. This is a very 
exciting time and I believe we can 
achieve something very special as 
we develop the company further.” 

The meeting is at the council of¬ 
fices in Nutholt Lane, Ely, at 6pm.

Investigation 
into alleged 
attack in Ely 

A MAN has been arrested in 
connection with an alleged 
assault on a woman in the car 
park at Ely railway station. 

British Transport Police 
(BTP) officers are now appeal¬ 
ing for anyone who may have 
witnessed the alleged incident 
to come forward. 

The attack is believed to have 
happened at around 2pm on 
Sunday, June 21, although de¬ 
tails were only released by the 
BTP this week. 

Detective Constable Andy 
Pester, investigating, said: “A 
34-year-old woman was alleg¬ 
edly assaulted by a man while 
in her car. 

“The car, a grey Volvo, rolled 
backwards bumping into a taxi, 
damaging the vehicle. 

“We need to speak to anyone 
who witnessed the incident or 
spoke to anyone involved, to 
build up a clearer picture of 
what happened.” 

A 36-year-old man has been 
arrested on suspicion of as¬ 
sault occasioning actual bodily 
harm in connection with the 
alleged incident and has been 
bailed by police until Monday, 
July 27.

INVESTIGATION 


Crash pilot had 
a lucky escape 


A MICROLIGHT pilot es¬ 
caped uninjured after the 
engine of his aircraft “failed 
abruptly” when he was 200ft 
in the air. 

The conclusions of an in¬ 
vestigation into the cause 
of the collision on April 15 
at Sutton Meadows Airfield 
- home of the Cambridgesh¬ 
ire Microlight Club - have 
been published. 

According to the Air Acci¬ 
dents Investigation Branch 
(AAIB) report, the pilot 
of the 1997 built Pegasus 
Quantum, reg G MZGG, - a 
man aged 37 with 94 hours’ 
hying experience - was 
alone when it crashed into 
a dyke. 

The report said the 1 Ro- 
tax 503-2V piston engine 
“failed abruptly”. It said:

“The aircraft took off from 
Runway 28 at Sutton Mead¬ 
ows Airfield and was climb¬ 
ing under full power to 
about 200ft when the engine 
failed abruptly. 

“The pilot intended to 
land straight ahead in a 
farmer’s field but soon real¬ 
ised that he would probably 
have insufficient energy to 
clear a dyke which lay be¬ 
tween the end of the run¬ 
way and the chosen landing 
field. 

“He then attempted to 
lose height in order to land 
on the end of the runway 
before the dyke but he was 
unable to prevent the air¬ 


craft from rolling off the end 
of the runway and into the 
dyke. It came to rest with its 
wings suspended between 
the dyke banks and the pod 
partly submerged in the wa¬ 
ter.” 

The AAIB report added: 
“The pilot reports that the 
cause of the engine failure 
has not been ascertained. 
He has stated an intention 
to practise engine failures 
during takeoff rather than 
just from level hight, and 
also to consider first the op¬ 
tion of losing height to land 
back on the departure run¬ 
way rather than gliding to a 
field beyond it. 

“He believes that, had he 
done this immediately, he 
may have been able to stop 
before the dyke.”

Bypass is ‘still 
a top priority’

ELY’S £38 million new south¬ 
ern bypass should not face 
any further delays. 

That was the message 
from the Minister for Roads, 
MP Andrew Jones, to South 
East Cambridgeshire’s MP, 
Lucy Frazer, when they met 
on Monday evening. 

As previously reported, Ms 
Frazer called for the meeting 
following news that the final 
approval of the eagerly-an¬ 
ticipated bypass would fall 
on ministers, rather than the 
Local Enterprise Partnership 
(LEP). 

Cambridgeshire’s LEP was 
handed an extra £38 mil¬ 
lion earlier this year which 
looked to pave the way for 
work on the bypass to finally 
start. 

But now the Ely bypass has 
been retained by the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport (DfT) 
which means final approval 
of the project will be for min¬ 
isters rather than the LEP. 

However, Ms Frazer says 
that Mr Jones “made it clear

that the DfT did not know of 
any reason why the upgrade 
would be delayed” and that 
work “should go ahead as 
scheduled”. 

She said: “Mr Jones also 
said that the next stage is the 
presentation of the business 
case for the bypass by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council, 
which he expects to receive 
in the near future. 

“I am pleased that Mr 
Jones took the time to lis¬ 
ten to the concerns that had 
been raised about the bypass 
being retained and I am re¬ 
lieved to hear that work is 
due to go ahead as sched¬ 


uled.” 

Ms Frazer added: “I will 
continue to work with all 
parties to ensure that the up¬ 
grade is delivered as soon as 
possible and will be meeting 
with the county council this 
week to ask for an update on 
the business case.” 

Initial approval for the by¬ 
pass, which has been in the 
pipeline for around a dec¬ 
ade, was given in September 
when members of the coun¬ 
ty council’s planning com¬ 
mittee gave the scheme their 
unanimous backing. 

Neil Darwin, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the Greater Cam¬ 
bridge Greater Peterborough 
LER said: “Whilst the gov¬ 
ernment has decided that 
larger scale infrastructure 
projects will be reviewed by 
their team before delivery 
can commence, this does 
not signal a reduction in 
commitment to this much 
needed new road. 

“We are dedicated to pro¬ 
viding £22m of our Growth 
Deal allocation to ensure 
work commences as soon as 
possible. Ely Bypass remains 
one of our top priorities.”

The UK does 
its fair share 

Re: Mr Cohen's letter (News, July 
9th). 

Personally I object to being referred 
to as a Little Englander, not least 
because we are actually all British 
and our country is one of the most 
generous in the world. 

I make no apology for fearing that 
mass immigration has a serious 
resource and environmental impact 
on this small island. 

As Mr Cohen chooses to allocate 
blame to England vs the rest of the 
UK I shall "spout" some facts given 
that most immigration is to England 
anyway. 

In 2014 known immigrant figures 
show 641,000, 290,000 being from 
outside the EU. 323,000 left and 
many of those were British. England 
is 130,279 sq. km (UK 242,495 
sq.km). It is the most overpopulated 
in the EU and second or third in the 
world per sq. km. It has the highest 
birthrate in the developed world 
(many to single mothers with all that 
implies). France has 547,030 sq km 
with a slightly lower population than 
the UK. Germany has 357,021 sq.km 
and it does have a higher population 
than us. 

Many EU countries are bigger than 
England (and the UK) with much 
lower populations. 

Ironically the countries from which 
we have had most EU immigrants 
refused to take their share of the 
40,000 recently while insulting 
the British for wanting to curb free 
movement. 

Incidentally we are not involved in 
Syria and to imply that most "English"

The real cost of 
farming food 

INDUSTRIAL agriculture is one of 
the most unsustainable practices of 
modern civilization. 

The 'bigger' is 'better' food system 
has reached a point where its 


real costs are becoming apparent, 
including massive pollution and loss 
of life - animal and plant life. 

We have already seen more than 
93% of our fruit and vegetable seeds 
varieties disappear over the last 100 
years. 

Another 60,000 to 100,000 plant 
species are in danger of extinction. 
Industrial farming is responsible 
for more than 37% of methane 
emissions, 90% of C02 and copious 
hydrogen sulfide ammonia. 

It uses up to 70% of the world's fresh 
water supply. 

In addition, a high percentage of 
all water-quality problems in rivers 
and streams is from chemical-laden 
agricultural run-off that leads to toxic 
algal blooms, fish kills and 'dead 
zones'. 

In the US, more than 260 million 


acres of native forests have been 
cleared to make room for crop fields, 
most of which are used to produce 
livestock feed. 

Deforestation is responsible for 
approximately 2.4 billion tons of C02 
release annually. Industrial farming 
concentrating on monoculture leads 
to soil depletion, erosion, depletion 
of the water table, loss of soil 
nutrients and massive quantities of 
chemicals being sequestered into our 
food, water supply and air. 

Fortunately we are seeing a new 
breed of farmer who are returning 
to the old ways in combination with 
new technology. 

They are raising a wide variety of 
plants and animals in a way that 
copies a natural community. 

They believe that regeneration and 
sustainability and concern for future 


generations is as important as turning 
a profit. The key is to build healthy 
soil and pastures. 

Animals grazing on such pasture are 
strong, disease free and unstressed, 
which produces the highest quality 
meat. 

Plants grown is such soils contain 
more nutrients and are a much 
healthier source of fuel. 

What can we do? 

Connect with our food supply, go to 
farmers markets, local butchers, ask 
in our supermarkets where their food 
is being sourced, grow our own and 
for those of us who are able - be 
prepared to spend more money on 
our food.

Warm welcome for 
new epilepsy drug

A SOHAM man who has 
lived with epilepsy for 
more than a decade has 
welcomed the first new 
treatment to be offered 
for five years to people 
with a genetic form of the 
condition. 

Karl Bates first had 
a primary generalised 
tonic-clonic (PGTC) sei¬ 
zure when he was 24. The 
seizures, which can last 
for two or three minutes, 
make him pass out, be¬ 
come very rigid and fall 
if standing. They can also 
cause him to bite down 
on his tongue and to 
struggle for oxygen. 

But despite experienc¬ 
ing seizures as a result of 
his epilepsy, the 38-year- 
old has achieved great 
things, including his very 
first job in broadcast¬ 
ing, presenting the foot¬ 
ball results live on BBC1, 
commentating on Pre¬ 


mier League games and 
working with David Beck¬ 
ham at his academy. 

Luckily for the father- 
of-one, he does not often 
suffer from seizures now 
as he controls them with 
medication. 

“My wife knows what to 


do. When I first had a sei¬ 
zure I was sitting round at 
my mother-in-law’s hav¬ 
ing some pictures then I 
woke up in hospital. I was 
naturally very worried 
and scared. 

“It’s a lot easier now 
I know more about the 


condition. The more you 
learn about it and what 
happens and how com¬ 
mon it is, the less worried 
you are.” 

There are currently 
around 600,000 people 
with epilepsy in the UK. 

Karl, an office manager 
at Life Fitness (UK) Ltd in 
Queen Adelaide, Ely, said 
the launch of Perampan- 
el, the first new licensed 
anti-epileptic treatment 
for PGTC seizures in five 
years, was good news. 

“Anything that can help 
in that situation is a good 
thing,” he added. 

The drug launched last 
week in the UK for those 
with idiopathic (genetic) 
generalised epilepsy, 
which could benefit a 
third of people in the UK 
who live with this type. 

Professor Ley Sander, 
Consultant Neurologist at 
the National Hospital and 
at the Chalfont Centre for 
Epilepsy, said the drug 
was “welcome news” for 
those with epilepsy.

School ‘sorry’ 
for confusion

THE principal of a school in 
Ely has apologised for caus¬ 
ing “worry” after a letter sent 
out to parents suggested stu¬ 
dents could face taking on 
extra GCSEs halfway through 
their courses.

to be named, said she felt 
parents had been “misled”, 
claiming sixth-form and fur¬ 
ther education colleges did 
not look at Progress 8 data 
when selecting individual 
applicants. 

However Ms Forde told 
the News the school’s prior¬ 


ity was making sure students 
were taking the right range 
of courses in line with their 
ability and their future aspi¬ 
rations. 

No student will be com¬ 
pelled to take on any ad¬ 
ditional study and to avoid 
confusion we have sought to 
make this clear to students, 
parents and carers during 
regular communications 
with them. 

“Each student has been 
offered personal advice 
and guidance to help them 
decide whether choosing 
an extra subject is right for 
them. 

“We understand that this 
situation may have caused 
worry among some students, 
parents and carers, and we 
apologise for this. 

“Our intention has never 
been to mislead or worry 
students, parents and car¬ 
ers.” 

To date, 38 students/par- 
ents have met with school 
staff to discuss the changes.

Callum’s brother Liam started 
fundraising for children’s can¬ 
cer charity CLIC Sargent just 


months after his diagnosis and he 
went on to raise £380,000. 

A further £7 million came in 
through donations after Liam’s 
death and Callum was inspired to 
set up the Foundation to honour his 
efforts and continue his work. 

The ‘Challenge 360’ trip isn’t the 
first time Callum has pushed him¬ 
self to extremes in memory of Liam 
and it follows previous challenges 
including a john O’Groats to Land’s 
End cycle ride and a virtual row 
across the English Channel. 

Callum’s MP, Lucy Frazer, said: 
“I have had the pleasure of getting 
to know Callum well over the past 
year. 

“He is an exceptional young 
man who thoroughly deserves this 
award.

Sorry -1 won’t 
allow convention 
to come again

THE owner of a piece of 
land in Witchford which was 
rented to a Christian travel¬ 
ler convention has said the 
event will not happen at the 
site again. 

The arrival of the 
200-strong group of cara¬ 
vans from the Light and Life 
Gypsy Church prompted an¬ 
ger from residents who said 
they were given no warning 
and witnessed anti-social 
driving on the roads. 

The convention took 
place last week at the Grif¬ 
fiths Equestrian site on 
Grunty Len Road, which the 
church has rented previous¬ 
ly for a similar event. 


Site owner Alice Griffiths 
said: “Whilst I thought I was 
doing good for one commu¬ 
nity, it turned out I was do¬ 
ing great wrong by another. 

“All I can do is apologise 
for my actions and the grief 
I have caused. It won’t be 
happening again.” 

The Light and Life Gypsy 
Church has churches across 
England and Wales and one 
of its ministers, Stan Tidd, 
previously told the News he 
issued a warning about anti¬ 
social driving. 

He added: “We have mis¬ 
sions like this all through 
the summer and if we get a 
spare week we do this. 

“Within a week we came 
down to book the field and 
we will come and go within 
a week.” 


Cambridgeshire police 
stepped up their presence 
during the convention after 
they received complaints 
from people in the area.

She still needs to roll in 
the mud like other kids 



W ITH her strawberry blonde curls and 
cute button nose, Maisie Skinner 
looks like a little cherub. But don't be 
fooled by her angelic appearance: the 3-year- 
old is fun-loving and feisty, and has her mum, 
Charlotte, running around her in circles. 

How would she describe her? "Loud!" 
exclaims Charlotte. "She's very headstrong, 
very independent, and knows what she wants. 
I'd like a mute button," she adds, laughing, 

"but I wouldn't change her for the world. She's 
gorgeous." 

Gorgeous she is. But although she has all the 
energy and joie-de-vivre of your average pre¬ 
schooler, Maisie isn't like other children. She 
has cystic fibrosis (CF), a life-shortening disease 
which causes thick mucus to clog up her lungs 
and digestive system. 

This means that her days are filled with 
an intense routine of medication and 
physiotherapy to shake the mucus away from 
her chest wall - although happily one of the 
best kinds of treatment is to bounce endlessly 
on a trampoline alongside her brother Hayden, 
who's 4. 

When she was born, Charlotte and husband 
Liam didn't suspect that anything was wrong 
with their baby. As with all newborns, Maisie 
was given a heel-prick blood test to check for 
serious conditions, then the family went back 
to their Chesterton home and thought no more 
about it. 

But four weeks later, a midwife phoned to say 
that one of the test results had come back as 
abnormal, and would need to be retaken. As a 
healthcare assistant at Addenbrooke's, Charlotte 
knew this wasn't a good sign. 

Maisie had another blood test and, a 
week later, the specialist CF nurse from 
Addenbrooke's rang to ask if she could come to 
the Skinners' home. "I'd had no inkling it could 
be CF," says Charlotte. "It's genetic, and we've

Maisie Skinner has cystic fibrosis, a life-limiting lung disease which means she needs daily 
physiotherapy and medication, and long spells in hospital. But a special CF vest might 
just help: her mum, Charlotte Skinner, tells Emma Higginbotham how. 


because the only thing you want when you're 
pregnant is to give birth to a healthy child. For a 
few weeks we just cried all the time." 

And so began the Skinners' whirlwind of 
medication, hospital visits and physiotherapy for 
their tiny daughter, which continues to this day. 

The physio involves doing percussions - a 
series of pats and shakes all over Maisie's torso 
- to help dislodge the mucus from her chest 
wall, "and then she can cough it up and spit it 
out," explains Charlotte. "If it sits there, it gets 
infected." 

A typical day involves two sessions of physio 
lasting 20 minutes each, followed by up to 15 
minutes on a nebuliser twice a day (a mask 
that lets Maisie inhale drugs to treat a bug, 
pseudomonas, which has been growing on her 
lungs for the past two years). How is she with 
that? "Hmm . . . !" grins Charlotte. "When she 
was a baby it was fine, but she went through a 
stroppy madam stage where she didn't want to 
keep it on! Now she's OK." 

As well as taking plenty of medication, Maisie 
also has to swallow large pills every time she 
eats - they contain an enzyme to help her 
digest the food, as her body can't absorb fats 
and vitamins - and do as many other activities 
as they can fit in, from bouncing on the 
trampoline to playing blowing games. 

"She blows into a little gadget called an 
Acapella, which has got a little bit that spins 
around inside, and we use blow pens and play 
blow football, just things to encourage her to 
blow out," explains Charlotte. "People don't 
realise how much we do, treatment-wise. An 
hour's gone before we can even leave the 
house to go to nursery!" 

How do other people react to Maisie's illness? 
"Overall they're fine, but there are some people 
who say 'There's nothing wrong with her, she 
looks completely fine! Are you sure she's got 
cystic fibrosis?' Well I wouldn't make it up! 

"We were warned by the CF nurse, when 
she was little, that you will get people looking 
at you when she's got a cough: because they're 
quite productive, people will judge you because 
they'll think you've got a poorly child who 
should be at home. 

"And we did have one scenario when she was 
young," she recalls. "We were in Clarks, and 
two mums were talking to one another, and said 
'Her baby should be at home if it's coughing 
like that'. And I said 'Actually she's got a lung 
disease, and I'm not going to stay at home just 
because she's coughing. To us it's a normal 
thing'. They didn't say anything back." 

But because Maisie has recently been 
bringing up more phlegm than she should be, 
in May she had to have a bronchoscopy, "and 
it showed that her lungs were filled with really 
thick, horrible mucus, which was a result we 
weren't expecting at all," says Charlotte. 

Concerned, the doctors suggested that Maisie 
should trial a special CF vest, which helps to 
clear her airways. "It looks like a bullet-proof 
vest, and it's hooked up to a machine, and 
when you turn it on it inflates and judders quite 
intensely," explains Charlotte. Maisie wears 
it for half an hour, and the juddering helps to 
dislodge the mucus, "then she'll cough and 
bring the phlegm up, otherwise it will sit on her 
chest." 

It has, says Charlotte, made a wonderful 
difference, "Maisie's been coughing so much 
less," she says. But sadly the trial is up and, at 


got no record of anybody on either side of the 
family ever to have had it." She called Liam, 
who'd only returned to work that day; the CF 
nurse came to see them, and broke the bad 
news. 

How did she feel? "Distraught, because I 
worked on the transplant unit at Addenbrooke's 
for 10 years, and had dealt with cystic fibrosis 


in . . . not a nice way," she says quietly. "People 
think it just affects the lungs; it doesn't. It 
affects your whole digestive system, so your 
bowel, your pancreas, your liver, and then your 
kidneys. And I'd known of somebody who had 
been very poorly with it, so that's all I could 
think of.

£7,000, Charlotte can't afford to buy a vest 
of their own. That's why she's hoping to raise 
enough money using a crowdfunding website 
called GoFundMe. 

"If I had £7,000, without a doubt I would 
have bought it, but I gave up work in January 
to be at home more," she explains. "The vest 
is what's recommended as best for her, and 
any parent would do the same thing, surely, 
to try and see if they can raise the money?" So 
far she's raised nearly £2,000, "and we've had 
donations from people who don't even know 
Maisie, so we are very grateful for that." 

For Charlotte, the toughest times are when 
Maisie has to have her long stints in hospital: 
she goes in for a fortnight of IV antibiotics and 
intense physiotherapy every 12 weeks. It's 
particularly hard, she says, when Maisie has to 
have a general anaesthetic; she's had five so far, 
"and I hate it," shudders Charlotte. "You know 
they're in good hands, but it's horrible: it's like

they die in your arms, because they just flop 
and go completely lifeless. I sob my eyes out 
every time." 

Charlotte stays with Maisie for the fortnight, 
"and Hayden is the one I feel sorry for, 
because, he gets dumped with somebody that 
can have him, like my mum, or his aunties; 
whoever's available to have him. He loves it, 
because he gets to see everybody, but I feel a 
bit bad." 

Does she ever think 'Why me?' "All the 
time," she admits. "Bad things always happen 
to good people, don't they? But it's our norm 
now, and we don't get upset about it anymore. 
When she's in hospital, and has tests, it plays 
on our heartstrings, but overall we just think 
'This is us'. 

"You do have bad days, but we want to be as 
normal as we can be for the family," she adds. 

"I don't want to wrap her up in cotton wool: I 
said when she was diagnosed 'I don't want to 
treat her any different to Hayden'. 

"They're very close to my nephews and 
my niece, and they'll all go out in the garden, 
or they'll play in the rain, and I'd never stop 
her from doing that, because I want her to 
feel she's a normal child. She's still got to roll 
around in the mud and do what kids do." 

Will she one day need a transplant? "I would 
imagine so. Her lungs will deteriorate. At what 
stage, we don't know; hopefully no time soon. 
And some people with CF need to have liver 
transplants as well as lung transplants; it all 
depends, everybody's different. So we'll just try 
to keep her as well as possible." 

And, adds Charlotte, they try not to dwell too 
much on the future. "We just take each day as 
it comes and do everything normal as a family. 
We just don't think about it, really. We just live 
each day to the full," she says, stroking Maisie's 
hair. "That's our motto."

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THE NEW FIAT 500: Updated for September 


FIAT has released the first 
pictures of the updated 
500, complete with 'airy 
glasshouse' and rear lights 
that 'almost look like 
illuminated tattoos'. 

More than 1,800 
'innovative' detail changes 
have been made, says Fiat, 
on a car that intends to keep 
its crown as the high-cost 
city car of choice - prices for 
entry-level versions will start 
at £10,890, or about the same 
as an absolutely top-spec 
Skoda Citigo. 

Such an overhaul of minor 
details has left the styling 
largely alone, which will be 
music to the 500 fan club's 
ears, although the front 
does now have rounded LED 
daytime running lights for a 


more '2016' look. 

It's also the same size as 
before, at 3.57m long, 1.63m 
wide and 1.49m tall, with the 
signature clamshell bonnet 
but slightly more angled 
headlights for a 'bolder and 
more confident gaze'. 

It's the tail lights that are 
the most confusing, though, 
with 'empty' light clusters that 
have body-coloured centres, 
from which 'light appears 
to emanate almost like an 
illuminated tattoo'. 

Inside the 'airy glasshouse' 
- that would be the passenger 
area, then - things are just 
as familiar despite claims 
of 'extensive revisions'. But 
all versions now feature the 
Uconnect entertainment 
system, previously only 


offered on high-end grades. 

Three petrol engines that 
buyers already know and 
love will be offered; a 68bhp 
1.2 as the cheapest option 
and two versions of the 
0.9-litre TwinAir two-cylinder 
turbo, with 84 and 104bhp 
respectively. The TwinAir 
84bhp has achieved an 
average of 74.3mpg in official 
tests. 

Safety is boosted by larger 
brakes than before, while 
somehow the engineers have 
stuffed seven airbags into the 
tiny cabin - or should that be 
'glasshouse'? 

The 500 is due to go on 
sale in September, with prices 
of high-spec models expected 
to reach perilously close to 
£ 18 , 000 .

T HE Institute of 

Advanced Motorists 
(1AM) is warning 
eople to be ready for a 
ost of changes coming up 
in driving laws in the UK - 
and fear many are totally 
unaware of what's in store 
in 2015. 

New regulations that have 
changed driving licences, 
drug-drive limits and speed 
limits have already taken 
lace in 2015. There are, 
owever, other changes 
expected to take place later 
in the year. 

For motorists oblivious to 
these changes, the 1AM is 
raising awareness to ensure 
all road users understand 
the new driving laws and 
changes. 

In March a new law on 
driving under the influence 
of legal or illegal drugs 
including cannabis and 
cocaine and prescription 
drugs including diazepam, 
methadone and morphine 
came into force across 
England and Wales. 

Earlier this month, the 
1AM revealed the true scale 
of drug-driving since the 


new regulations started 
and found 902 arrests have 
already been made by police 
forces. Motorists convicted 
of drug-driving will get a 
minimum one year driving 
ban, unlimited fine, up to six 
months imprisonment and a 
criminal record. 

In April, the speed limit 
for the largest heavy goods 
vehicles (HGVs) travelling on 
a single carriageway across 
England and Wales increased 
from 40mph to 50mph, and 
on a dual carriageway it has 
increased from 50mph to 
60mph. 

Changes to driving laws 
and other-related procedural 
changes have also come 
into force this year to take 
advantage of the internet, 
increase convenience and 
save time on administration. 

From the government's 
launch of the 'Make a Plea' 
service in March, which 
enables motorists charged 
with minor motoring 
offences including speeding, 
failing to identify the driver 
or using a vehicle without 
insurance to respond to 
the charges made against 


them digitally (4), to the 
scrapping of the the Driver 
and Vehicle Licensing 
Agency (DVLA) paper 
counterpart of the photo 
card on June 8, in which all 
driver information such as 
endorsements and which 
category of vehicles you are 
entitled to drive is stored 
electronically - the changes 
have allowed motorists to 
access information remotely. 
Important changes have also 
come into force with how 
motorists provide proof of 
their driving records to a 
third party and will need to 
obtain a special code from 
online to allow sharing of 
data. 

A new scheme in London 
will be introduced later 
this year on 1 September 
that ensures all lorries and 
construction vehicles over 
3.5 tonnes are fitted with 
basic safety equipment. 

The Safer Lorry Scheme, 
which will be enforced by 
the Metropolitan Police, 

City of London Police and 
the Driver Vehicle Standards 
Agency, will aim to tackle 
the number of fatal collisions

Olympic star to visit rowing club 


DOUBLE Olympic medalist Zac Purchase 
will be making two visits to Isle of Ely Row¬ 
ing Club as part of a Learn to Row course. 

Purchase won gold in the lightweight 
men’s double sculls in Beijing with Mark 
Hunter, and then took silver four years 
later in London.
